raised 03 irrigation, the coit per ton de- 
livered at the factory, the quantity that 
could be obtained, the cost of lime, 
cokt, and the many other things that 
qo to make up the sum total of material 
to run a factory 
Wat«r power could 


be used to a certain extent, but it le- 
quires steam to borf all the syrups. 
Cheap fuel is about as important, as 
cheap beet*: 
We use about thirty tons 


of coal per daj—costs about $5 50 a 
ton 
On* beets cost about $4 25 per 


ton 
If yon will send me three or four 


beets that will weigh from one to three 
pounds each—grown all uuder ground — 
I will pulverize them i.ud report result 
Anything I fan do to asaibt >ou will be 
done with pleasure, as my life is de- 
voted to the success of this industry in 
the United States '

TUB Post's editorial says: When the 


desire of the President to make Sargent 
Secretary of the Interior was made 
known to the country, so decided and 
persistent opposition was betrayed by a 
large and respectable section1 of tha Re- 
publican party that the appointment 
was wisely withheld.

A veteran fireman wants the follow- 


ing published. He pays that everybody 
in city and country ought to know it, 
and he wants all members of volunteer 
fire departments to cut it out and paste 
it in their hats: 
To play on a roof of a 


house on fire is to waste water; the rain 
does not put out the kitchen fire. Be 
sure to play low; get f,he water near the 
fire, and then you need not pour out a 
river. A few gallons at the bottom of a 
flre will rise in clouds of steam when 
the fire is rising, and will quench it. A 
gill of water thrown into the bottom of 
a grate equals a quart on top. For u 
similar reason, water on the windward 
side is more effective than on the lee- 
ward. This applies to a moderate fire 
where there are only two or three 
houses burning. The big blaze on the 
leeward looks fearful, but it cannot be 
affected by playing on that side.

fire and yon take the surest aud speed- 
iest way to quench the whole of the lee- 
ward side, blaze included.
